Ready To Start 
A week of May is slipping alone Mid K 
ta announced again in Washington that a f*>d- 
sral home-building and renovation program 
is going *o be placed before the country. 
There is no time to lose. Bv en H operation 
of a government program did not make neces­ 


sary the winding and unwinding of an inch 


of red tape, the month of May still would 
be late to open a drive for home-baildlng. 
The effect of the kind of program Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt ta supposed to favor prob* 
.ably would oonsist chiefly of the incentive 
provided. 
It would not authorly distribu­ 
tion of money on a large scale. H merely 
would place the federal government's tax­ 
ing power as security for the repayment of 
loans made to cltitena by private finance in- 
•titutlona. By thia means, the sound credit 


risks which to many government officials 
have tried to find without success would be 
brought into contact with the source# of 
credit. -- 
* Aside from the guarantee of loan pay­ 
ments, no other part of the home-building 
program ta indispensable. 
The broad aim 
of improving the country’s living standards 
will not he meaningful until there has been 
created sufficient surplus in tbs bends of 
the Blasties to overflow freely into housing 
investments. 
In fact, It will be well to 
watch whatever progress may be made with 
the federal building program in an attitude 
of less than moderate expectancy. 
Disap­ 
pointment can be avoided thereby. 


Purveyorg To Mart 
While a recently formed senate commit­ 
tee gathers data to prepare for a sweeping 
investigation of the arms and munitions in­ 
dustry, it is fitting that unofficial (Mecus- 
aions of the problem entailed in the investi­ 
gation are going forward in many places. 
Most interest is being aroused by the 
proposition that the manufacture and sale 
of arms and munitions should bs a govern­ 
ment 
monopoly. 
Affirmativs 
spokesmen 
have an easy case to develop. 
It ie com­ 
mon knowledge that guns and bullets manu­ 
factured by a British organisation, for in­ 
stance, will be sold to Britain's enemies. 
Frenchmen were killed with French war 
Implements In German hands during tbs 
World war, and Germans met death from 
their own guns and shells when they invaded 
Be'gium. Because production of war mater­ 
ial hi an international business built on dis­ 
trust and hatred it is to be expected that 
the alliance between politicians and muni­ 
tions manufacturers is close. 
The latter 
have been accused frequently of fomenting 
trouble for the sake of business. 
Such evidence carries weight, but it falls 
short of being satisfactory. One deficiency 
ta its failure to include more consideration 
of tbs alternativs to prlvats manufacturs 
of war implements—government monopoly, 
It is readily apparent that the alternativs 
would not decrease the demand for arma­ 
ment, but merely would nationalise tha 
means of supplying IL The result would be 
strenuous competition for advantages. 


Countries which have no arms and muni­ 
tions industries of their own would have 
to establish them or be dependent on other 
governments. 
Those who are repulsed by 
the thought of American youth being de­ 
stroyed by American implements of war will 
find scant comfort In the certainty that na­ 
tionalization of 
the a rmament 
Industry 
would not deprive other countries of war 
materials. The urge to uncover a personal 
devil for things gone wrong la natural, but 
usually misleading. The armament business 
ta flourishing, but no sane person can be­ 
lieve that armament manufacturers are re­ 
sponsible for the various hatreds and fears 
which make it flourish. They are the bene­ 
ficiaries, not the Instigators, of martial 
butchery. 


States. Appearance of the silver issue in a 
period of prosperity would be a startling 
anomaly. 
Silver's cham pions usually fall into one of 
two claeaiflcations. 
The first ta composed 
of those who are interested in K as a com­ 
modity. Seven Rocky Mountain elates pro­ 
duce 95 per cent of the silver mined in this 
country. These state* have 3 per cent of the 
population hot 15 per cent of the senate's 
voting strength. There are, of course, cham­ 
pions of silver elsewhere, too. The names of 
some (rf them who are hoping to make 
money from the current attempt of the sil­ 
ver bloc lo force mandatory legislation 
through congress have been disclosed re­ 
cently by the secretary of the treasury. 
The second group Is composed of those 
who believe that depreseions can be over­ 
come by Inflating the currency. 
They be­ 
lieve that the medium of exchange may be 
likened lo the current of a river confined 
lo a bed filled with obstacles. When there 
la a depreeslon, the current ta alack and, 
therefore, unable to flow over the obstacles. 
The remedy, they say, ta to amplify the eur- 
rent with Inflation. 
They point lo tbs tact that a little In­ 
flation bae been a good thing—or so they 
believe. Therefore, more Inflation would be 
a better thing, lf tbs country would follow 
their advice, It would have at Its fingertips 
a panacea. 
Tbs depression would yield 
easily to the magic Influence of the white 
metal. This ta, In outline, the appeal that 
silver’s friends will make on the stump this 
year. 
Whether they will meet again In a 
new congress stronger than they are In the 
present one will be determined by the ex­ 
tent of confidence prevailing among the 
people when votes are being solicited. 


Hesitation, A Good Omen 
Many things Indicate a decrease In the 
momentum of the vest experiment known 
collectively ae NRA. 
Its administrators 
ars turning more and more to specific prob­ 
lems. Emphasis ta being shifted from broad 
purposes to individual cases. 
Enforcement 
ta consuming more time than pronounce­ 
ment of general principles. An attempt is 
being made to coordinate the internal opera­ 
tion of NRA administration. 
Committees 
appointed to investigate various phases of 
NRA are bringing in adverse reports. Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt, who was expected to ask 
for continuance of the licensing provision 
in the recovery act, apparently has decided 
to let the provision expire. 
There la, on 
the whole, more criticism and less enthus­ 
iasm. 


Taken in the mass, these things signify 
an intention to rationalise NRA. 
Ballyhoo 
has served Its purpose, or at least has ex­ 
hausted IU usefulness. 
The United States 
no longer ta frantic over IU condition. 
It 
ie settling down to what poilticUns some­ 
times have called the long pull. It U begin­ 
ning to be aware of cerUin eternal verities 
which wsre hidden for a time beneath glit­ 
tering generalities. 


One of these verities ooncern the delu­ 
sion of over-production that leads men 
astray in every depression. 
It seems to 
demand the same treatment always—re­ 
striction of production and control of prices. 
In various ways governmenU have been try­ 
ing this treatment since the origin of trade. 
Without exception, they have failed. 
The United States Is trying it by means 
of NRA and all that it implies in the con­ 
duct of huffiness. The theoretical effect U 
to restore purchasing power. The actual ef­ 
fect, aa is now beginning to be evident, 
has been to restore it In some cases and 
to destroy k in others. 
The evidence on 
the latter point is responsible for the slow­ 
ing down that is the conspicuous fact about 
NRA and its popular acceptance at the mo­ 
ment. 


Hesitation, in this case, is a good omen. 
Unworkable experiments prove themselves 
to be so in practice, not on paper. 
Price- 
fixing, the inevitable accompaniment of the 
over-production delusion, never has worked 
before. The United States is beginning to 
doubt that It will work now. The attempt 
to enforce the policy Is disclosing the errors 
inherent In ii 
Upon the ability of officials 
and private cittsens to rid themselves of 
false assumptions—to rationalise the reoov- 
ary effort—depends the orderliness of re­ 
covery.

The 
United 
States’ 
official 
reply to 
Japan, concerning China, Americans will 
approve, and Japan cannot reasonably ob­ 
ject lo IL 
Japan announced herself alone 
responsible for maintaining peace in Asia, 
and reserved tho right to judge whether ef­ 
forts of other nations to help China by 
loans, sales or advice are detrimental lo 
peace or not. 
The United States replies: 
“Like our­ 
selves, Japan and China have signed the 
nine-power treaty and other treaties guaran­ 
teeing 
t rritorial and administrative in­ 
tegrity of China, and maintenance of the 
open door. And the United States expects 
Japan and other countries to live up to 
agreements.” 
The United States’ message lo Japan, al­ 
though printed in the Japanese afternoon 
papers, was “pointedly ignored” by Japan 
in an official message to the press. Japa­ 
nese newspapers do not like the United 
States’ message, but will become reconciled 
aa they think it over. 
Japan says in substance lo the United 
States and the rest of the world: 
“You 
may not trade with the 400,000,000 people 
of China, except with my consent, and on 
my terms.'' This country cannot well ignore 
the fact that China does not belong to 
Japan. 
Japan would not like It if the United 
States said to Japan: 
“You may not trade 
with anybody In Canada, the United States, 
South America or Turkey." 
Those coun­ 
tries, all together, have not as much popu­ 
lation as China. 
Japan would say: 
“Let 
those 
countries 
speak 
for 
themselves.” 
Uncle Sam says that of (’bins. 
Observe again, for the ten thousandth 
time. the quiet cleverness of our British 
friends. 
Britain is more determined than 
we to sell goods to China, more desperately 
in need of foreign markets. Rut she doesn't 
say anything to annoy Japan. 
From Eng­ 
land, the Japanese get word: 
“Britain ie 
satisfied. 
England lets the matter rest." 
While Uncle Sam is willing to step out 
and do the chestnut pulling. England ta 
ccm tent.

Taxpayers, Tartan Fashion 
Michigan thinks it is possible to overdo 
the business of spending money. 
In a ref­ 
erendum. a plan to spend #37,847.458 public 
funds “to provide employment in highway 
construction and Institutions! building im­ 
provements" is defeated. 149.703 to 28.527. 
Only taxpayers were allowed to vote, which 
made a difference. 
The present attitude of thia country to­ 
ward taxpayers is a good deal like that of 
primitive 
nomadic 
tartars 
toward cattle 
driven with them on their wanderings. The 
limping cattle were urged along until camp­ 
ing time, then the tartars cut what they re­ 
quired from the living animals, ate it and 
drove the poor creatures on next day. 
That seemed a good plan, compelling the 
animals to transport themselves without re­ 
frigeration, while sufficient food was cut 
from their bodies from time to time, but in 
the long run gangrene and loss of cattle 
song the road proved the plan a bad one. 
Americans will discover eventually that men 
Who make money are the meu that have 
brains, and men that have brains are men 
that give employment and create payrolls. 
lf they are crippled in the tartar manner 
others will suffer with them. 


Giant Bootleg Industry 
The government turns an army of 2.500 
agents loose against bootlegging, which has 
become a serious matter. 
During prohibi­ 
tion, bootleggers only flouted the Constitu­ 
tion. 
Now they cut down government in­ 
come. 
Figures supplied by Joseph H. Choate Jr., 
director of federal alcohol control, shows 
that bootleggers are manufacturing more 
whisky than the total legal consumption. 
And the bootlegging distilleries are not little 
moonshine” affairs, but enormous distiller­ 
ies, “with 
stills 
tall enough 
to extend 
through three or four stories of well equip­ 
ped buildings.” 
In the first quarter of 1934, stills were 
selfed with a capacity for producing 68,000,- 
000 gallons of alcoholic spirits a year. Boot­ 
legging enterprises Involve robbing the gov­ 
ernment of hundreds of millions a year. Mr. 
Choate deserves thanks for his energy in 
attacking a leak in the national revenue, and 
a leak of badly made, poisonous whisky. 
A Baltimore lady with an ax smashed the 
front door of a bar-room and departed. The 
bartender saw her, but “asked no questions.” 
He was wise. 
Ladies in auch a mood 
often respond to kind treatment. 
Tv late Carri* Nation, whom your grand­ 
father remembers, used to smash saloons 
inside and out then kneel outside on the 
sidewalk and pray. That was bad for busi­ 
ness.

R to an explanation fully aa 
convenient as the one about the milk fairy 
that used to make the cream come to the 
top in the good old days. 
But give thought to the cautious attitude 
at Dr. Scarr. He thinks cosmic dust ta go­ 
ing lo cause a cool Bummer. 
He wouldn’t 
be surprised rf we were on the brink of an­ 
other ice age. But is he anre? 
Positively 
no. Obviously, cosmic dust ta tricky stuff, 
even in the hands of a weather observer. It 
may or it may not oause certain things. 
Surely, it must be a goale d eutwtftuce for

Were he now living Andrew Car­ 
negie, 
the 
great Pittsburgh iron 
king, who was enabled to begin 
his subsequent outstanding busi­ 
ness carrer from money loaned to 
his 
mother by his uncle, a one­ 
time 
East 
Liverpool mayor, ne 
would he preparing to celebrate 
his 97th birthday anniversary. It 
so happened that he was born in 
the 
same 
year In which Queen 
Victoria 
ascended the throne of 
Great Britain. Incidentally it wa* 
to see her in Edinburg, Scotland, 
that he took as a lad his only trip 
from his native city of Dumferline, 
Scotland, before coining to Ameri­ 
ca. 
He came to the United States 
ith his parents. Mr, and Mrs. Wil­ 
liam Carnegie when he was but 13, 
accompanied also by his younger 
brother, 
Thomas 
Carnegie, then 
five. This was 1848, the year in 
hich there was an overthrow of 
the king in France. Since his ar­ 
rival in this section of the Ohio 
Valley 86 years have now trans­ 
pired. 
Singularly 
enough, 
it is more 
than 
probably 
that Andrew Car­ 
negie, his parents, and his broth- 
’, on that journey from Scotland

Part of the Journey to Glasgow

here. Industry and trado now are 
again booming but it will be one 
or two years before the return of 
prosperity is reflected in the tax 
moneys from which the city de­ 
rives its support. 
Political 
Football 
Charged 
Because

question of whether or not the de 
ficiency bonds should be issued to 
“tide the city over” in the words 
of Mayor Davis has become a po­ 
litical football, the election prom­ 
ises to be one of the moat hotly 
contested in years. 
Mayor Davis is a Republican and 
the G. O. P. has thrown its support 
to bim.

PLAY PEN FOR 
9-MONTH BABY 


By the ume a baby is ame or 
Ii months old it is very desirable 
to have a play pen, either bought 
ready made or built at home, so 
that 
be 
may learn to creep and 
stand and pull himself up while 
his feet are on a firm surface. 
Such a pen gives the baby room 
for exercise and keeps him from 
creeping 
into 
dangerous places, 
such as that near a heater or kit­ 
chen stove. 
It consists of a feace made in 
four sections, each 18 to 24 inches 
high and four feet long, hinged at 
three com ers and latched at the 
fourth com er or at the center of 
one 
side, surrounding a wooden 
floor raised 'about two inches from 
the room floor. Ready-mafe pens I 
have spindle", so that baby may

when he tries to climb Lo bis feet. 
These pens fold together, and then 
can be moved about readily. The 
floor of the pen should have a cor­ 
ner 
of 
washable goods, such as 
denim or ticking, tied to th© cor­ 
ners by strong tapes.

I can think of no affliction more 
painful and more distressing than 
stone in the kidney. If you have 
ever w itnessed the agony of a vic­

Stone in the kidney is rn trouble 
that has afflicted mankind since 
prehistoric days.

ancient physicians, such as Hippo­ 
crates, Galen and Celsus. 
These 
learned men wrote about It. but 
contd offer no cure and little help. 
Modern science has perfected a 
surgical method of treatm ent for 
this painful disorder. 
W llhin the 
past quarter of a century, 
this 
operation 
has been 
revised and 
improved to such an extent th at 
it is no longer considered as a 
serious and dreaded ordeal. W ith 
the discovery of the X ray, 
still 
greater advances were mad* in the 
stndy of this ailment. 
Contrary to a popular 
notion, 
stone in (he kidney cannot he dis­ 
solved or destroyed by medicine 
or diet. Many afflicted with stone 
avoid medical advice for they fear 
an operation. This is a fool sh at­ 
titude. 
Value of Early Recognition 
Iii the long run they resort to 
surgery because they can no long­ 
er stand the pain. U nfortunately, 
it may then be too late to save 
the diseased kidney. But early re ­ 
cognition and proper attention then 
will save a great deal of unneces­ 
sary suffering. 
W hen kidney atone is allowed 
to rem ain for an indefinite time, 
inflam mation and Infection 
may 
occur. The stone may block up the 
passage and 
lead 
to 
dam m ing 
back of the urine. “H ydronephro­ 
sis" ie the big name given to this 
am plication of kidney stone. As 
you see, k is really an enlarge­ 
ment of the kidney due to obstruc­ 
tion and retention of fluid in th e 
damaged organ. 
“Pyonephrosis’’ is another com­ 
plication of neglected stone of the 
kidney. Jn Ihiv condition, tile tis­ 
sues become inflamed and laden 
with pus. 
Unless surgery is im­ 
mediately resorted to, it may be 
necesarv to remove the diseased 
and damaged organ. 
The sufferer from kidney stone 
should avoid all fried and greasy 
foods, salt, peppers, spices and con­ 
dim ents. Drink a glasw of w ater 
every hour. Avoid any tendency to­ 
wards faulty bowel elimination. 
Bear in 
mind, 
th at 
diseased 
ter th. infected nasal sinuses and 
other centers of infection, aid in 
the formation of kidney stones and 
infections.

According to a chart arranged by 
a group of physicians, tho normal 
baby should

S ix or more teeth, firm muscles 
and good color, at least 21 pounds 
in weight and 29 inches in heighth, 
clear, uncrossed eyes, smooth, tan­ 
ned 
skin, 
inimuni 
i n 
against 
diphtheria and smallpox. 
He should be able to perform as 
follow s ; 
Drink milk from a cup. eat regu 
larly. not more 
than five times 
dail\. eat at least two different ce­ 
reals and four different vegetables, 
take at least one daily nap, sleep 
through the night from 7 p. rn., 
and eland and walk 
with slight 
help. 
The parent should treat the child 
of one year as follows: Have him 
examined regularly by a physician 
or at a health ct nter. give him 
plenty of opportunity to creep and 
climb, give him firm, 
reasonable 
discipline and treat him as a hu­ 
man being, not a plaything. 


It was not necessary in 1933 to

H E A T RASH 
Heat rash may appear either In 
summer or in winter; it is usually 
caused by 
excessive 
perspiration

W H O O P IN G CO UG H, M EASLES 
Whooping cough and measles are 
more serious diseases in infancy 
than in later childhood, on account 
of the fact that they are more fre­ 
quently complicated with broncho­ 
pneumonia in infancy. Great effort 
should be made to prevent them. 
A baby with m easles must be kept 
in bed at least IO days; a baby 
with whooping cough 
needs 
bed 
care only if he has fever. A baby 
with 
whooping cough 
should 
be 
outdoors as much as possible. 


E A R A C H E N EE D S CURE 
If the baby scream s and puts his 
hands to the side of his head and 
rolls his head from side to side or 
pulls at his ear, he may have ear­ 
ache. 
Warm com presses or a well- 
wrapped hotwater hag may relieve 
the pain. 
If a doctor's advice can 
not he obtained soon, a few drops 
of warm (not hot) mineral oil may 
be put into the ear. 
Nothing else 
should be put into the ear except 
by a doctors' order. 


As baby grows he Is in almost 
constant motion during his waking 
hours if he is healthy, thus giving 
every part of his body the exercise 
it needs for growth. A baby should 
not be so swaddled or wrapped 
about with clothing, shawls, and 
blankets that he cannot move every 
part of the body freely, for this 
wrapping hampers him in getting 
his natural exercise. For this rea­ 
son also, the baby should not be 
left In his chair or carriage for 
any length of time, nor be fastened 
by his clothing or bed covers in 


This fact, 
says 
Miss Maxwell, 
was probably a graphic expression 
of hard times. 
Mothers did not 
have so much money with which 
to purchase milk.

natural method more.

The way to tell if a baby is get­ 
ting suficient food is to watch bis 
gain in weight.

from six to eight ounces a week.

ently empty. 
If he puts the top in his mouth 
he may inhale the powder. If stear 
ate of zinc is inhaled, a serious and 
often fatal form of pneumonia de­ 
velops. 
Gas poisoning can be prevented 
by not using gas heaters or by be­ 
ing certain that neither the heater 
nor the piping fixtures leak. 


At som e tim e in the first few 
years of life, most children worry 
their parents because they will not 
e a t Lack of appetite, known med­ 
ically as anorexia, Is of two types 
in onset, sudden and gradual. 
A 
youngster who ordinarily eats well 
comes to the table one morning 
lanquid, 
and 
rem arks 
th at 
be 
guesses he does not 
want 
any 
breakfast. 
Such a sudden k>ss of 
appetite often means the onset of 
some illness, and should be recog- 
ized at once as a danger signal. 
Before long the cause becomes ap­ 
parent and can be treated, writes 
Dr. Philip M. Stimson, of Cornell 
U niversity Medical college, for P ar­ 
ents’ Magazine. 
Frequently, however, the child’s 
failure to eat Is an affair of long 
standing, and the underlying causes 
require considerable study for their 
discovery aud remedy. 
Must Learn to Eat 
In the first place, chronic illness, 
structural abnorm ality, or sim ilar 
physical factors m ay be the cause 
of a poor appetite. 
Parents can 
easily recognize the 
presence of 
som e of these conditions, such as 
constipation, or indigestion in the 
form of abdom inal pains, vomiting 
or a coated tongue. 
Even as one must learn to tol­ 
erate facts, and situations, and peo­ 
ple, to which one is perhaps indif­ 
ferent or Intolerant, so must a child 
learn to eat foods he naturally is in­ 
different t<x or even dislikes. 
Each Child Different 
Ta return then to the problem of 
poor appetites in children, there are 
certain general 
principles 
which 
m ust be borne in mind. 
The first 
is th at every child is different from 
every other child, and that 
each 
child's food requirem ents are indi­ 
vidual and not necessarily the same 
as those of another child. 
Even 
tw ins may differ in the am ount of 
food necessary for an equal gain in 
w eight 
A second principle la that a well 
child’s own appetite should usually 
be the judge of how much he is al­ 
lowed to e a t 
W ild anim als eat I 
when they are 
hungry and 
until 
they are satisfied, and then usually 
follow a heavy meal with sleep. 
A | 
highly dom esticated anim al, such as 
a cow, cannot be fed in th at m an­ 
ner, however, for if a cow were to 
eat as much as she wanted w hen­ 
ever she w anted, she might kill her­ 
self. 
A som ew hat sim ilar reason­ 
ing applies to children. 
A child, 
running wild in the country 
and 
eating a t odd hours of the day. 
som etim es can handle food very 
much better than the sam e child 
cooped up in tbs city. 
So in feed­ 
ing children w e must follow the 
midway course of letting their ap­ 
petite* be their judges an to the 


quantity they shall eat, but at the 
sam e tim e offering them only suit- j 
able food and at regular hours. 
Anemia is Caus* 
In the treatm ent of anorexia, the 
first step is to study the child’s 
body and make sure he is physical­ 
ly sound and normal, 
and 
when 
defects are found make serious at- j 
tem pts to overcome them. Diseased 
tonsils should be removed, decayed

indigestion and constipation should 
bo 
com batted, 
and 
tuberculosis 
should be sought for and if found 
should receive appropriate 
treat 
ment. 
Postural defects should he 
corrected. 
lf possible, the child 
suffering from orthodontic appli­ 
ances should he given a com fortable 
m outh. 
Of course such a careful 
physical exam ination as this study 
requires can be made only by a 
s e ll trained physician. 
The doctor 
may also find it desirable to give 
some form of medicine, such as an 
iron tonic to combat the anem ia 
which is often present when the 
appetite is poor. 
Then fatigue in its various forms 
should be overcome. Longer hours 
of rest. both by day and 
night 
are necessary. 
In particular, the 
child should not be tired nor hur­ 
ried when he comes to the table. 
Occasionally, it is desirable to have 
a child lie down on his back for IO 
m inutes before a meal, in order to 
become completely relaxed. 
Read 
to him if you have tim e and the IO 
m inutes will go quickly. 
Should Stop Sweets 
The diet offered a child whose 
appetite Is poor is of considerable 
im portance. Inasm uch as milk and 
other fats a re apt to linger in the 
stom ach as long as three hours, 
your doctor may recom mend cut­ 
ting down the quantity of milk of­ 
fered. 
Largo quantities of fruit 
juices will help supply the liquid 
needed and stim ulate appetite. At­ 
tention should be directed towards 
supplying an adequate amount of 
the various vitamins, particularly 
vitamin B, which may he obtained 
tat many foods.

I endeavor to 
see that as many children as possi­ 
ble receive toxin-antitoxin for the 
prevention of diphtheria, the scar­ 
let fever toxin, aud the vaccination 
to prevent smallpox. It is my pur­ 
pose to teach the children to eat 
the correct foods, with hot break­ 
fasts and at least two vegetables 
daily, 
and 
milk. They also are 
taught the value of sufficient rest 
and sleep. 
“Along 
the 
corrective lice, aa 
many as possible routine inspec­ 
tions including testing of eyes, in 
spot lion of teeth and cavities and 
other 
defects, 
and 
tonsils. The 
child 
is 
observed 
for defective 
breathing, hearing, skin diseases, 
incorrect posture and peculiarities 
of gait that may dcuote a present 
or future crippled condition. 
Care Is Recommended 
“When defects or diseased con­ 
ditions are found the child's fami­ 
ly is notified and urged to visit the 
family 
physician, 
eye doctor or 
dentist. Upon the next visit of the 
nurse, if tho case has not btM»n cor­ 
rected, home condtions are investi­ 
gated and if the family is financial­ 
ly unable to provide care, outside 
care is sought. 
“Our 
charity 
funds have been 
badly depleted this year and there 
are many very urgent cases still 
uncared for. This year, through the 
aid of various charitable organisa­ 
tions, we have furnished about 40 
pairs 
of glasses, provided opera­ 
tions in two severe tonsil cases 
and had three x ray pictures made.

GROWING AGE 
IS IMPORTANT 


Children From I to 6 
N eed Special T yp e 
O f Care. 


Parents themselves must know 
the rules of health if their child­ 
ren are to have a fair chance to 
grow up well and strong. Father# 
and mothers should have a liefiult# 
goal for each year of the child's ’ife 
and they must see to it that the 
child takes 
the 
different 
steps 
which lead to that goal. Few child­ 
ren reach tho goal by themselves. 
They must be guided to it by pa­ 
rents who understand how children 
should grow. 
Too many parents 
think 
iliat 
growth is entirely a matter of the 
size of the child’s clothes. 
They 
believe that the child is growing 
if he outgrows his clothes. Quite 
true, but lie may not be develop­ 
ing properly at all; or he may be 
growing in spite of serious defects, 
rather than because of good care. 
The 
beginning 
of school 
ouch 
year brinies to light a new group of 
children with preventable defects 
—bad teeth, poor vision, adenoids, 
dangerous tonsils, had posture — 
handicaps to their education and 
happy growth. By taking the child 
to the doctor or clinic before bo 
starts to school, parents can lind 
out w hether he is In the best pos­ 
sible condition for beginning school 
life. 
8u h an examination, follow­ 
ed up with the correction of defect# 
and with wise medical care, may 
save your child much sickness and 
will make hun better able to keep 
up with his class. 
Average standards 
are 
useful 
guides for your child's growth and 
development. 
Parents should fa­ 
miliarize themselves with the aver­ 
age growth and 
development 
of 
normal children. 
With thi- knowl­ 
edge they can tell how neatly their 
own child is to the standard physi­ 
cal condition for children of his 
age. It must be remembered that 
children are not all alike, and all 
tables or schedules are based upon 
general averages. The child’s body 
build must be considered in judg­ 
ing his nutrition. If he is of s l e n ­ 
der build 
and 
small-boned, 
he 
should weigh more than the aver­ 
age for his age in I he table, lf he 
Is of broad build and has bones, he 
should w<-igh more than the a v e r ­ 
age of hi-I age in the tab!*-. 
By 
measuring a child's body build, the 
amount of variation Born the aver­ 
age that is normal for him can be 
calculated by an experienced phy­ 
sician. 
Between I and fi years of age, the 
body weight of the child is more 
than doubled. The parents should 
discover whether 
their child has 
gained nearly twenty pounds dur­ 
ing these years. Height increases 
about fourteen inches from ages 
I to 45, a gain of more than tlrree 
inches a year. 
At 6, the child's 
skull is as large around as a grown 
person's, and 
the 
brain 
weighs 
almost as much as an adult brain. 
The parent must understand that, 
when brain and body are growing 
so rapidly, the little child is more 
easily affected by nervous strain. 
The wise father and mother avoid 
shocks and 
excitement, and are 
more patient with upsets. In this 
way, older people can help protect 
the little one’s growing nerve cells. 


COD-LIVER OIL “TODDY’’ 
This method of giving ( hildren- 
cod-liver oil is an enjoyable oho 
for the children. To cat h teaspoon­ 
ful of concentrated oil, add an. 
ounce or two of orange juice, ©ne 
large spoonful of corn syrup and 
enough hot water to dissolve the 
mixture.

Should be Pasteurized, 
Children’s Bureau 
Says. 


Tho 
children’s 
bureau 
of

U nited States departm ent of labor 
has this to say about raw milk 
and pasteurized. 
In cities and towns pasteurized 
grade A milk should be bought— 
never raw milk unless it is certi­ 
fied. In rural districts where pas­ 
teurised milk cannot yet be had 
only bottled milk from tuberculin 


I tested cows, produced and handled 
under good conditions by healthy 
workers should be used. As a rule 
it is better to buy milk from a 
herd rather than from a single 
cow since that from a herd is more 
uniform in quality. Milk averaging 
three and one-quarter to four per 
cent fat is best for infants. 
If good fresh milk cannot be 
bought, either dried or evaporated 
milk may be used very satisfact­ 
orily in feeding infants. 
Dried milk is whole, skim, or 
half-skim milk with the w ater re­ 
moved and with nothing added. Af­ 
ter a can has been opened it should 
be kept tightly covered and should 
be put in a cool place away from 
dust. Scrupulously clean utensils 
should be used to dip it out and 
prepare it for use. The powder 
should be made liquid by adding 
enough w ater (see directions on 
package) to have the value of the 


liquid 
milk 
from 
which 
it was 
made— whole milk, skim milk, or 
halfekim milk. It may be used 
then as if it were fresh milk— 
water and sugar added according 
to the doctor’s formula and boiled.

Dysentery is a disease of the 
bowels which occurs 
generaly In 
hot w eather and hot clim ates and 
is usually carried to babies in milk. 
It causes fever, severe diarrhea 
which is often bloody, and loss of 
weight. 
A doctor should be called 
if a baby has diarrhea. He will de­ 
cide whether it is due to dysentery 
! or not. 


RULES WHEN 
B A B Y IS ILL 


City H ealth Nurse A d ­ 
vises W hat to Do in 
Em ergency. 


Many mothers ask how they may 
tell when their baby Is ill. Public 
Health N urse Mc*. Jeanette Car­ 
penter has repeated a few rules to 
follow. If there Is any reason to 
believe the baby is ill, the family 
physician should be summoned at 
once, she said. 
In order to be able to tell when 
a baby is ill, the mother should 
study him when he Is well, noting 
the normal position of his body, 
his norm al activities and wakeful­ 
ness, expressions of his face, the 
color of his tongue and the tem­ 
perature and color of his skin, so 
that tigns of pain, irritability, dis­ 
comfort or unusual drowsiness may 
be recognized. 
Mrs. C arpenter has listed 
the 
following signs of illness: If the 
baby’s face Is flushed and whole 
body is hot, he may have a fever. 
Use of a therm om eter will tell for 
certain. Irritability or drowsiness, 
unusual vomiting, diarrhea, refusal 
to eat, signs of sudden pain, run­ 
ning nose, unusual redness of the 
eyes, coughing or hoarseness and 
convulsions 
or 
spasms 
are 
all 
signs of possible Illness. 
While waiting for the doctor to 
arrive, keep the baby quiet in hi* 
bed 
in 
a cool room, away from 
other children. If there is vomit­ 
ing or diarrhea, atop all food, giv­ 
ing boiled w ater frequently, unless 
he vomits persistently. Keep rec­ 
ord of tem perature and of various 
reactions. If he has a tem perature 
of 104 degrees or more, give him 
a cool sponge'bath. If he has a se­ 
vere pain in the abdomen, give an 
enema, or, if he has convulsion or 
spasm, give a warm wet pack. 
Health Nurse Gives Pointers 
On Proper Care For Infants 


Cleanliness, Proper Food, Clothingt,Shoe8 and 
Fresh A ir Essential. 


Cleanliness, proper food, suitable 
I clothing and shoes, plenty of sleep 
and 
exercise and 
judgem ent 
in 
handling are the most 
im portant 
points in the care of a baby. Pub­ 
lic H ealth N urse Mrs. Jeannette 
C arpenter advisee E ast Liverpool 
Mothers. 
“The first questions asked by the 
new m other concerning her baby,” 


Mrs. C arpenter said," are: “How 
can we prevent or cure illness or 
bad habits? W hat should we feed 
him ? How should we clothe him 
|| and how fast should he grow in 
weight, height, wisdom and under­ 
standing ?” 
“Cleanliness is of prim e im port­ 
ance. W ithout clean food, clean 
clothing and clean surroundings. 
| j baby’* chances for a norm al healthy 
existence will be greatly lessened. 
He should be bathed frequently, his 
clothing changed often and washed 
daily, and every possible care must 
be taken to have his food, water 
and milk free from germ s or pol 
Ijlution. Baby does not have the 
capacity for fighting germ s that is 
developed in an older person. 
Food is Im portant. 
'Food is equally im portant. Baby 
m ust have clean wholesome food 
given in the proper am ounts and 
[ at the proper times. Overfeeding 
11 or underfeeding are equally dan­ 
gerous. Certain types of food are 
necessary at different periods of 
his life. The m other should have 
a chart or schedule, made out by 
her physician and tacked in a con­ 
spicuous spot so 
that 
she 
can 
make no m istakes in feeding the 
child. 
‘Clothing should be made to fit 
loosely and of light m aterials. It 
should be kept spotlessly, clean 
Shoes 
are also 
very 
im portant. 
Even before the baby learn* to 


walk, care should be taken in the 
selection of his footwear. It is es­ 
tim ated that the average person 
walks about 65,000 miles In a life­ 
time. Don’t take a chance on m ak­ 
ing your child 
walk 
th at 
m any 
rn ilea on weak or deformed feet by 
forcing him to wear shoes th at are 
too short or narrow or constructed 
of such cheap m aterials as to re -’ 
suit in injury. 
Guard Against Insects 
“Guard 
baby 
from 
flies 
aYid 
other insects that carrry germs. 
This can be done only by screening 
all doors and windows. See to it 
I that he gets plenty of fresh air 
and sunshine. Your doctor will tell 
you also how many hours of sleep 
he should have, and when and how 
to give him his exercise. The last 
named Is fully as important to baby 
as to an older child or adult. 
“Many babies are made to suf­ 
fer 
needlessly 
from 
two 
much 
handling. V’isitors come and baby 
is passed from one to another, with 
never a thought for his own wel­ 
fare. Handling baby tires him and 
kissing it or fondling his face with 
the hand* result in a rapid spread­ 
ing of germs. The m other should 
have the courage to tell other mem­ 
bers of her family aa well as visi­ 
tors when and how much baby 
should be handled. 
“Baby should be placed on a 
schedule with his feeding, sleep­ 
ing, playing, washing 
exercising 
and visiting hours definitely list­ 
ed. Visitors 
should 
realize 
th at 
their demands to see or f 
Ie ' 
baby may result in forci: z the 
m other to break up the stilt J Ie, 
which would naturally be detrim en­ 
tal to the child.
